Although closest prior art reference Baehr et al 
(US04880566) disclose components of instant claim 15, however, the compositions of 
synergistic mixture for enhancing the brightness of bleached pulp is not disclosed by Baehr et al

examiner as of the date of the Notice Allowability. Claims 15-24 are deemed to define allowable 
subject matter and are passed to issue.
